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LINDEN NEIGHBORHOOD ASSOCIATION (the Association) which has
supported the pending Application of Martha Akers T/A E’ Clat Bistro [located at 1368 H
Street, N.E.] This license will be a Class CR.

The signatories hereto agree to the following conditions:

Whereas, the Association is comprised of residents and registered voters from the
immediate vicinity of the proposed transfer operating location, who seek to enhance the
security and well-being of the neighborhood, its residents, commercial establishments and
patrons in the community, seeks to accomplish these objectives by cooperative efforts;

Whereas, the Association understands that Martha Akers T/A. E’Clat Bistro seeks
to establish a successful operation of its business in cooperation with the residents and
owners of other businesses in the neighborhood, and shares with the Association the
objectives stated above;

Whereas, the Association having entered into this Agreement to seek a mutually
beneficial resolution of certain problems and concerns (i.e. police patrols, security, safety,
noise, public drunkeness, parking and business operations) shared by the Associastion and
Martha Akers, both acknowledging that because of the location of E’ Clat Bistro within a
diverse economic and cultural section of the city an effort by the residents and business
establishments is necessary to improve the quality of life of the residents, businesses and
promote economic opportunity for all.

Whereas, given the desire and understanding that Martha Akers wishes to work
with the Association and become 2 member of the Association. Where Martha Akers will
assist the community in solving some of the problems present in the neighborhood,
particularly those attributable to the eperation of an alcoholic beverage establishment with
food within a residential neighborhood; and

Whereas, the Association seeks to encourage the economic regrowth of the
neighborhood and wishes to assist in improving the ecenomic opportunity of those
merchants willing to work with the Association in improving the quality of life and
ensuring the safety of the residents, merchants and patrons within the community,



Now, therefore, the parties agree to the following:

Martha Akers will maintain the extexior areas adjacent to the restaurant. The area
around the store will remain clean and free of litter and shall be regularly inspected
by the proprietor or his/her designee. “Regularly”, shall be defined as a period of
three (3) hours from the start of business and every 3 hours after that until the close
of business which shall have a final inspection and cleanup.

The Association recognizes that trash and debris will accumulate on and near the
property that will not result from patrons of the establishment. It is however
understood by Martha Akers that the preprietor is legally responsible for any trash,
debris, garbage, and/or other unattended items left on or near the property.

Martha Akers shall pursue any and all reasonable efforts, both directly and
through communications with Police Communications, the Metropolitan Police
Department (5th District), the Association, Fire and Emergency Medical Services
Department and Advisory Neighborhood Commission 6A to discourage individuals
from congregating for extended periods on the premises and areas adjacent to its
store. Martha Akers shall consult with the Association on its operations, marketing
and advertising. Martha Akers shall keep the Association informed of its activities
and problems with law enforcement, Consumer and Regulatory Affairs, ABC
Board/agency and emergency medical services responses.

Martha Akers shall deny support of the installation of pay phones around the
establishment (externally).

Martha Akers and E’ Clat Bistro shall voluntary refuse to sell products associated
with illegal drug activities (low cost single cigars, pipes, bongs, jewelry bags, ete.)
and will refuse to sale alcoholic beverages to individuals who are known abusers of
drugs and alcohol.

Whereas, sound proofing of the interior walls is desirable, the Association will
accept the current plans of Martha Akers to sound proof the rear walls of the
establishment for now. It is agreed upon that should complaints arise from the
community concerning noise violations that Martha Akers shall immediately meet
with the Asseciation to develop methods te reduce and/or eliminate sounds that
become noise beyond the establishment including the installation on sound proof
material for the entire establishment.

The Association recognizes that Martha AKers is the owner of 1368 H Street and is
in a unique positien to control the activity of the site. The Association request that
should the current restaurant (E’ Clat Bistro) fail any new business that occupies
the space will adhere to the existing voluntary agreement between the Association
and Martha Akers.
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The Association request that Martha Akers amend the current application pending
before the ABC Board to reflect the actual hours of operations per our discussions
with legal counsel and provide a menu to the Association.
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Martha Akers will identify parking for staff and indicate to the Assoclatmn

patrons will be directed to park.

Martha Akers will insure that the trash, garbage and grease are properly contained
and comply with D.C. Code,

Martha Akers agrees to install green exit lights in the establishment instead of red.
The reason is green can be seen in a fire.

The Association agrees to inform its membership of this agreement and pledges to
enlist the support of its members on the Terms and Conditions of this agreement.
The Association is aware that most residents would like to have a neighborhood
establishment where one could dine.

Martha Akers and E’ Clat Bistro acknowledges its understanding that the
signatories hereto ave members of the Board of Directors of the Linden
Neighberhood Associatien and party te the pending license application before the
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board through the Linden Neighborhood Association
who reside or do business in the immediate vicinity of the establishment and as such
each pledges to implement the terms of agreement but shall not be individually
liable for the enforcement of this agreement. In accordance with the Association
bylaws members of the board may change and as such the new beard members
signatures shall be substituted under this agreement for such board member.

The parties agree to maintain open dizlogue to address mutual concerns and
provide constructive remedial actions whenever necessary. If any of the parties
believes in good faith that any signatery has failed to comply with any provision of
this agreement, that party shall notify the other in writing of the concern. Both
parties shall make every effort to resolve any outstanding issues hefore filing a
complaint with the ABC Board.
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17.  The Association and Martha Akers agree to enter into this agreement. If Martha
Akers should breach the conditions of this agreement, it is understood by all parties
that the Association shall immediately petition the ABC Board/Agency for a “Show
Cause” Hearing of Martha Akers Class CR license on behalf of the citizens and
neighbors. It is further understood that should this action occur, Due Process shall
be adhered to and the local Advisory Neighborhood Commission (through the
Single Member District Commissioner) and the Association shall hold a public
meeting with posted public notice to inform all interested parties of the impending

action.

18.  Given that the applicant agrees to the terms and conditions set forth in this
. document, the Linden Neighborhood Association hereby withdraws its protest.

19.  This agreement shall be executed in ten (10) counterparts, each of which shall

constitute an original.
